While still 
a young man, he formed the first library 
in Heber City. 

On November 15, 1875, he married Mar- 
garet Clotworthy of Heber, a sister of Tom 
Clotworthy, but on January 1, 1879, she died 
at the birth of her third child, Margaret. 
Jean and Hugh were the other two children. 

On November 25, 1880, he married An- 
nie Coleman in the Endowment House at 
. Salt Lake City. Although Annie Coleman 
| lived in Salt Lake at the time of her- 
riage, she was born in England. Five girls 
and four boys were born to them. 

After William McMillan moved to Heber 
City, he worked in the LDS Church a great 
deal and was superintendent of the Sunday 


School 18 years. During this time he was. 


also president of the YMMIA and presi- 
dent of the ward teachers. 

The fact that he was called all over the 
county to administer to the sick showed 
he had the faith of the people. 

He worked all day long in his blacksmith 
Shop and sometimes stayed very late to 
finish work that he had to do. Not only 
did he stay up for his own work, but would 
also administer to the sick or go with Bishop 
Duke to visit the poor. Though he did 
work hard and served his customers well, 
his ledger is still full of unpaid accounts.
